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The Excursion Over Alio TunrnruwasValley Itallroatl.
The party of excursionist* from this

city ami Bridgeport who left here Monday
morning for a trip over the Tuscarawas
road to Black Itiver and Cleveland, re*
turned home last evening, after a two
day*s jaunt, highly pleased with their
visit.
The object of the excursion was to

make a personal inspection of the Tuscarawasroad from its present point of
completion at Urichsville to its terminus
at Black river harbor on Luke Erie, and
also of it4 running arrangement over the
C. C. A I. road into the city of Cleveland.
In order to afford the excursionists
every opportunity to make the l>est uce
oi their time a special car was placed at
their disposal, with orders to atop at
every point along the route where the
party might feel disposed to get oft' and
examine into the resources of the locality
for business. Accordingly a number of
stops were made along the line, moHtlyat
the coal mined, and in this way the excursionistshid a tolerably fair chance to
form some idea of what might be expectedin cane the road should be finished
through to the Ohio riverr
The main business of the Tuscarawas

road in now derived from the coal mines
along the route. Eighty per cent of its
revenues have thin fur coiuu from the
carrying of coal. Paring the season of
navigation a large business is done in
delivering coaT at Black Kivor for ship*
ment to Detroit and Milwaukee, and
other parts along the chain of lake* accessiblefrom that point. At this season
of the year threo coal trains, 35 cars to
the train, pass over the road to Elyria
and Cleveland, for the delivery of coal to
tho Lake Shore road ami to private parties.These long trains are hauled with
as much apparenteaso as trains of half
their length on the Cleveland & Pittsburghroad, owing to tho long grades of
the line. In addition to these coal trains
about thirty cars of local miscellaneous
freight are delivered over the line, each
way,every day, and two passenger trains
are run from each end of the line. The
whole earnings of the 'line during the
luut aiv n.n..tl.a ..f 1 U?rt MS
iun> niA uuillllin Ul 1UIU «1«C1U£CU <TW,'
000 per month, of which $10,000 were
from passengers ami $33,000 from freight.
The necessary expenses were 54 per cent
of these receipts.

It only need" an inspection of the road
to see that it i« :ik yet an incomplete line.
It has, for instance, at its northern terminus,one of the host harbors on Lake
Erie.a harbor fitted up in very completestyle at great expense, anil excluHivclycontrolled by the road, from
which, when the line reaches llm city, it
must do a large business in the way ol
receiving ore for the Ohio river furnaces,
and also in the way of increased shipmentsof coal from the Wheeling Creek
Valley mine:*. These coal trains to the
Black liiver will bting back Lake Superiorore, and thus be a double houtco
of profit as compared with the present
necessity of running them empty one

way. They can carry ore much cheaper
than it is now brought here; and make
money for the road and f<£r the manufacturers,and thus become a great reciprocalblessing.
We might write at length iu regard to

the visit of the Wheeling and Bridgeport
excursionists over the Tuscarawas road
were It necessary to do so in order tc
convey to our readers a proper understandingof the relations of the road tc
the business of this city and of our neigh
bors acroBs the river. But the subject i«
by tliia time an old Btory, and everybody
is familiar with it.
